Photographing Fireworks 



ORANJESTAD - 
Veteran viators are 
well aware that to¬ 
morrow night will 
be one long display 
of pyrotechnics, 
from sundown until 
after midnight. Pho¬ 
tography enthusi¬ 
asts with a quality 
DSLR. have the op¬ 
portunity to acquire 
some remarkable 
photos that will 
surely elicit 

■Qooooh's! and Ahhhh's!" 
from envious friends Prop¬ 
erly captured, fireworks can 
produce some of the most 
exciting, evocative images 
in your collection. 

The quality of present 
day point and shoot cameras 
and even those on a select 
few ceil phones, can result 
m enviable shots, but they 
can never quite equal what 
can be accomplished with a 
proper digital single-lens re¬ 
flex camera (DSLR). If you 
seriously wish to capture 
most-^f not. all—of the shell’s 
trajectory, the crowning explo¬ 
sion, and the glowing detritus 
drifting to earth, it will best be 
done with these more versatile 
cameras 

Point and shoot cameras, 
and some DSLR's like Olym¬ 
pus brand, have a few “-creative 
settings" t!iat already pre-set 
what is considered ideal aper¬ 
ture, ISO, and shutter speed for 
capturing fireworks, and are 
usually labeled as such Tire se 
set the size of tire lens opening, 
the sensitivity to light and the 
how fast the camera will take 
the picture 

For a full capture of a fire¬ 
work a slower shutter speed is 
required, which will produce 
those dramatic light trails. 
Slower shutter speeds mean 
images are more prone to blur¬ 
ring due to hand shake, which 
is almost impassible to avoid 
without the camera stabilized 
by being mounted on a tup od. 
If you didn't happen to pack 
your tripod for your trip, you 
will find a bag of nee found at 
the local supermarkets will 
prove an excellent substitute, 
and can be stationed on a vari¬ 
ety of surfaces 

It is also advised to set a de¬ 
layed shutter release, as would 
be used when trying to inset 
yourself in a shot after having 


depressed the shutter button. 
Most cameras have a 2 -second 
and H-second delayed shutter 
release, winch will reduce the 
vibration from pressing down 
die shutter button by hand Be 
sure to turn off the hash. 

One afthe great advantages 
of DSLR cameras when phota- 
graplmig fireworks, is they can 
be fitted with a superior tele¬ 
photo lens. The optical zoom 
on small, fixed lens cameras 
and phones can never match up 
to the quality of image pro¬ 
duced by a telephoto lens 

Manual Settings: 

1. First, ensure the unage 
stabilizatioiii' 1 vibratron reduc - 
uon function on the lens is dis¬ 
abled when your camera is on 
die tripod. Some lenses will try 
to compensate for vibration 
when there isn't, any and rum 
your shots. Hus will be found

2. Ensure you are shoo¬ 
ting in the highest quality re¬ 
solution possible, or RAW 
setting S et your white l al an ce 
to automatic. If you have time, 
try switelling your white ba¬ 
lanced see if the results appeal 
to you. Try to remember what 
you are using, or take nates, so 
you are prepared for the next 
dine.

3. Next, set your ISO to 
I DO or lower, tins will ensure 
rich colors and deepen die dark 
sky for better contrast. 

4. S et y o ur shutter sp e ed 
to six seconds. Some folks like 
to use 'bulb', which keeps the 
shutter open, but then you 
must manually close the shut¬ 
ter when the shot is done, and 
you will likely sacrifice consis¬ 
tency Check your first few 
shots and adjust the speed to 
suit your personal preference. 

5. Set your aperture to £''11. 
This is subject to change de¬ 
pending, again, on your prefe¬ 
rence. But six seconds at f/11 
ts a tried and true formula to 
get you started in photograph¬ 
ing ire works 

There will be many inte¬ 
resting places on Aruba for 
capturing fireworks, and those 
staying in the higher floors of 
island resorts have an excellent 
vantage point. Hie heights of 
the water tower m Alto Vista is 
also ideal From these loca¬ 
tions you can reproduced the 
hundreds of lights in the sky 
from local families and busi¬ 
nesses setting off smaller 
roman candles through the 
night, and you will see some 
quite impressive rockets. In 
tins case, a wide-angle lens 
will produce more desirable 
images. 

Many of the resorts set up a 
platform over the water and 
conduct a professional display 
far their guests Inquire with 
your concierge if your resort 
will be doing so, which will 
offer an ideal opportunity for 
some excellent photos. 

Traditionally, one of the 
most exerting displays on De¬ 
cember 31/January 1, is that 
sponsored by die Renaissance 
Resort. It ts conducted over the 
h arb or m Oranj est ad C atching 
the actual explosions and the 
reflections in the calm water is 
always an eye pieaser.

Israel set for new' prisoner 
release as Kerry heads 
back to region 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
prepared yesterday to free 2d 
Palestinian prisoners under 
peace talks brokered by US 
Secretary of State John Kerry, 
wha is returning to die region to 
b o o st tli e faltering n ego tiati ons 
Israeli Pome Minister Een- 
j amm Netanyahu had agreed to 
the phased release of 104 
Palestinian prisoners in line 
with commitments to the US- 
backed talks, which resumed m 
July, and previous batches were 
freed m August and October 
The release of the third 
tranche of 2d prisoners "should 
come on tonight after the 48- 
hour delay given for appeals 
from victims 1 families to the 
supreme court," an official m 
Netanyahu's office told AFP 
In the past, the supreme 
court has turned down all ap¬ 
peals against the release of 


Pal e stint an p risoners. 

Netanyahu's government 
gave the green light on Satur¬ 
day for die latest release. 

In Israel, members of be¬ 
reaved families did not hide 
their dismay and anger 
Dozens have been protesting 
the impending release outside 
Netanyahu's Jerusalem resi¬ 
dence since Wednesday, with 
police arresting two people 
wfiD tired to block roads at die 
entrance to the city in protest 

Israeli media reports sug¬ 
gested that Netanyahu was

Peace efforts flounder in S.Sudan, 
further attacks feared 


JUBA (AFP) - International ef¬ 
forts to bring peace to strife - 
torn South Sudan appeared at 
an impasse yesterday as the 
government accused former 
vice president Riek Macliar of 
recruiting tens of thousands of 
young fighters 

Juba claimed that Machar, 
the de facto leader of rebels 
fighting the government, has 
recruited up to 25,000 young 
men from Ins Nuer tnbe in die 
eastern state of' Jonglei who 
they say are “ready to attack 
any time” 

According to Jangler's ac¬ 
ting governor Ogata Chan, die 
Nuer fighters were around IID 
kilometers (70 miles) from die 
state capital of Bor, which was 
now under the control of go¬ 
vernment forces.

The accusations have cast a

Female suicide bomber kills 16 at Russia 
train station 



MOSCOW (AFP) - A female 
suicide bomber killed at least 
16 people Sunday in an attack 
on the mam tram station 0 f the 
southern Russian city of Vol¬ 
gograd, heightening security 
fears just six weeks before the 
S d chi Olympi c Game s. 

Investigators sard the 
unidentified woman set off her 
charge after being stopped by 
a police officer at the metal de¬ 
tectors of the central entrance 
to the station when it was 
packed with people travelling 
to celebrate the New Year. 

Footage captured by a 
nearby camera showed a huge 
orange fireball blow out the 
heavy front doors and win¬ 
dows from the grey stone 
three-storey building. Thick 
billows of smoke then poured 
out as people scattered along 
the rain-soaked street. 

Pais si a 1 s Investigative Com¬ 
mittee spokesman Vladimir 
Markin sard officials had 
launched an inquiry into a sus- 
pected "act of terror". It was 
She deadliest attack in F.ussia 
in almost three years

saw a law enforcement official 
mid, after growing nervous, set 
off an explosive device," 
Markin said m televised com¬ 
ments. 

Doctors aid police said Id 
people were killed and nearly 
45 injured by the explosive 
equivalent of more than ID kilo¬ 
grammes (16 pounds) of TNT 

Russia's interior ministry 
said it was immediately step¬ 
ping up security at ali the na¬ 
tion's mam Iran stations and 
airports. 

"These measures involve a 


greater police presence and 
more detailed passenger 
checks," an interior ministry 
spokesman told the Interfax 
news agency. 

The Volgograd government 
also introduced a heightened 
terror alert level in the region 
for the coming two weeks 

The hfenews.ru website 
published a picture of what it 
said was the head of the young 
female bomber lying amid a 
pile of debris with her long 
brown hair spread across the 
floor 


Hie website and state-run 
R.I A Novosti identified the 
bomber as a Dagestam woman 
nmned Oksana Aslanova who 
had been mamed to two differ- 
ent Islamists killed m battles 
with federal forces 

Investigators added that she 
may have been assisted in her 
attack by a man they identified 
only by die last name of 
Pavlov. 

Female suicide bombers are 
often referred to 111 Russia as 
"black widows" - women who 
seek to avenge the deaths of 
their family members in the 
fighting by targeting Russian 
civilians 

Olympic security fears 
The city, known as Stalin¬ 
grad 111 the Soviet era, was al¬ 
ready attacked 011 October 2 1 
by a female suicide bomber 
with links to Islamists 

That strike killed six people 
aboard a crowded bus and 
prompted the authorities to re¬ 
focus their attention on the se¬ 
curity measures being taken 
ahead of the February 7-33 
Winter Games in Sochi.

Under pressure from the 
Church, Prime Minister Mari¬ 
ano Rajoy's conservative gov¬ 
ernment announced on 
December 20 it would roll 
back a 2010 law that had al¬ 
lowed women to opt freely for 
abortion in the first 14 weeks 
of pregnancy 


The new law, yet to pass 
parliament where the ruling 
Popular Party enjoys an ab¬ 
solute majority, would allow 
abortion only m cases of rape 
or a threat to the physical or 
psychological health of the 
mother 

Elena Valeneiano, deputy 
head of the opposition Social¬ 
ist Party, said the Madrid arch¬ 
bishop had been the first to 
congratulate the government 
on its new abortion legislation. 

During the 2004-2Dl 1 rule 
of previous prime minister

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'I'm not anti-Semite,' French 
footballer Anelka says amid 
row 



PARIS (AFP) - French foot¬ 
baller Mi col as Anelka an Sun¬ 
day strongly defended a 
controversial gesture he made 
during a weekend match, say¬ 
ing "1 am neither anti-Semite 
nor racist", even as British 
football authorities mulled 
p o s sibl e p uni shment. 

The 34-year-old West 
Bromwich Albion striker and 
former member a f France's na¬ 
tional team issued a senes of 
tweets rej ecting claims that tire 
gesture he made Saturday was 
anti-Semitic or a thinly veiled 
Nazi-like salute, as many have 
interpreted 

His response came amid 
growing outrage airline and in¬ 
ternationally, and a risk that he 
could face match suspensions 
if England's Football Associa¬ 
tion hudshis act racially offen¬ 
sive. 

Anelka argued in his tweets 
that the gesture - in w r lnch he 
thrust Ins straightened right 


arm downwards while tapping 
his bicep with the other hand - 
- was merely "anti-establish¬ 
ment" 

"I don't know what religion 
has to do with it Of course I'm 
not an anti-Semite or racist and 
(I) stand by my gesture." 

He aha called on "people 
not to be duped by the media" 
which were “lumping together 
tlnngs and causing an argu¬ 
ment without knowing what 
die gesture really means". 

Anelka asserts the gesture 
was a dedication to a fin end, a 
French comedian named 
Dieudonne M'Eala M'Bala 
who has made the salute -- 
winch he calls a "quenelle", 
meaning a meat or fish 
dumpling --his signature. 

Dieudonne, as he is widely 
known, has made overtly anti- 
Jewish remarks in public for 
years. He has been fined seven 
times for defamation, insult 
and provocation to hate, and 


for racial discrimination 

Diedonne claims his gesture 
only reflects Ins anti-establish¬ 
ment views, although it is 
widely interpreted as a Nazt- 
style ar anti-Semitic action in 
France. 

Anelka himself has marred 
his career with tantrums and 
controversial remarks The 
footballer converted to Islam 
in 3004 

The Football Association 
told AFP Sunday that it would 
investigate die incident to de¬ 
termine if Anelka should be 
punished. 

He could face a minimum 
five-ban match under a new 
ants - discriminatory di s ctpli- 
nary measures introduced m 
May.

LAS VEGAS - One of the most anticipated rematches in 
UFC history produced an unforgettable ending. A rare, 
brutal, crazy unforgettable ending. Chris Weidman suc¬ 
cessfully defended the UFC middleweight title for the 
first time on Saturday at the MGM Grand Garden Arena 
by defeating all-time great Anderson Silva a second con¬ 
secutive time.
